Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

1. Claims 1 recites the polymer as polymer mixture" and yet in the Markush Group the 
claims recite " and mixtures there of The claim is unclear as to applicant's intent. 
Additionally if the polymer is a polymer mixture then claims cannot be in the Markush group 
format. Detailed explanation is requested. 

2. Claims 3-4 and 28 lack antecedent basis for water swellable polymer and latex adhesive". 
Upon further review of the art, it is the examiners position that claims are allowable over the art 
for the limitation that the polymer is a polymer mixture.
